R e d B l u f f , May 6th.—The city w as 
honored yesterday with the presence of 
several prom inent members of the Slate 
Board of Trade, among the number being 
M. M. Estee, W. H. Mills, Secretary Davis, 
H. F. Jones, of Oroville, and large delega­ 
tions from Chico, Oroville, Vina and vari­ 
ous other sections, the occasion of the gath­ 
ering being the first of the series of State 
meetings to be held by the State Board in 
the various counties. 
The visitors were conveyed in carriages 
to the m any points of interest about and 
expressed 
themselves 
as 
very 
highly 
pleased, as well as surprised at the richness 
of the soil ami the beauty of Red Bluff's 
surroundings. The day was clear and 
cloudless and the atmosphere fresh, while 
the m any m ountain peaks stood out in 
bold relief freshened with the green hills 
and fields of grain intervening. The entire 
day was spent in looking the country over, 
and every courtesy was extended to the 
welcome visitors. 


THE EVESINO MEETING. 
In the evening the Opera H all was 
packed to its utmost with people, who 
were keenly interested in the remarks of 
the speakers until after 11 o’clock. The 
meeting was called to order by President 
O. G. Kimball, of the local Board of Trade, 
who discoursed to some extent upon the 
scope of the County Board's undertakings 
and the success achieved by it. 
He was followed bv the Secretary, L. V. 
Hitchcock, who read a long list of the pub­ 
lic improvements, exhibits and undertak­ 
ings fostered 
and successfully 
carried 
through by the Board. 


THE DRIFT OF TRAVEL. 
W . H. Mills, who was next introduced, 
pointed out, in a happy vein, the superior 
advantages which he possessed of knowing 
the drift of travel, and by an argument 
based on statistics convinced his hearers 
that the demand for good lands in small 
tracts could not be stayed wherever they 
may exist, because old-time ways must 
give way to modern innovations, ana enter­ 
prising communities will reap the benefits 
within their grasp. H e also outlined the 
work of the State Board, and desired all 
the people to do their utm ost to work in 
the ranks of progress. 


THE FUTURE OF THE FRUIT INDUSTRY. 
M. M. Estee was gladly welcomed, and 
in his quiet argument advised the breaking 
up of large tracts of land, as he did not be­ 
lieve in asking settlers to locate on poor 
lauds. 
W hile many of the large tracts 
possess land as fine as exists under the sun 
they should m aintain a family on every 
few acres, with villages intersperseu every 
few miles. He very strongly utged a sys­ 
tem of irrigation for the great western 
lands of this county, which he thought 
would prove to be the best fruit lands in 
the world. He believed that if the county 
was brought to a high state of cultivation, 
with its desirable climate and unsurpassed 
scenery, no part of the globe could present 
a prettier country, but the first thing to do 
would be to organize an irrigation company 
to utilize the finest water facilities existing. 
A. F. Jones, of Oroville, followed, and 
explained what great results had been ob­ 
tained on gravelly land by irrigation, pre­ 
dicting brilliant results for this country if 
the proper steps are taken. H e also be­ 
lieved this section the best, for its product­ 
iveness, climate and scenery. 
Mr. Mills was again called for, and gave 
it as his belief, from a careful study of the 
subject, that California was destined, ou ac­ 
count of its wonderful advantages of rail­ 
road carriage, to be the fruit orchard of the 
world, and, therefore, advised all who had 
lands not to fear an overproduction, but to 
plant as soon and as extensively as their 
land and means would perm it. 
The glee club, with its songs, enlivened 
the evening's programme. The hall was 
also neatly decoiated with flowers, and the 
people were more than satisfied with the 
evening’s entertainm ent and the informa­ 
tion they obtained.

N e w Y o r k . May 6th.—Patrick Ford, ed­ 
itor of the Irish World, says, concerning 
the Presidential nomination : ” It is very 
doubtful if any favorite sons will get there. 
W hat is wanted at the head of national 
affairs is a man of national caliber and 
national character. That man, in his own 
opinion, far beyond all other men, is 
Blaine, but he regards him as out of the 
contest for the nomination. 
He wrote the 
letter of withdrawal to relieve his party 
of embarrassment, 
so 
far as he was 
concerned, in selecting a candidate from 
the throng of contestants. That 
letter 
had the eflect of paralyzing all action on 
the part of his friends. Here in New York 
State the Irish Protectionists whosupported 
Blaine in 1884 had their plans ready to 
start Blaine clubs for 1888, assuming that 
he would inevitably be tbe candidate. Our 
friends in New Jersey and Connecticut 
wanted to do likewise, but Blaine’s letter 
knocked the plan on the head. 
He must 
have foreseen the effect of his letter, aud 
his action, in the light of such knowledge, 
is an absolute proof that he was entirely 
sincere in his desire that his party should 
be free to do what might seem right.”

M o u n t C a r m e l (Pa.), May 6th.—At the 
scene of the accident the railroad runs 
along a steep hill at the bottom of which 
stood two rows of houses occupied by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
Company’s employes.

stood a little cottage occupied bv John 
Quinn and his family of four children, two 
boys and two girls. 
The force of the ex­ 
plosion wrecked the buildings, seventeen 
in all, and the stoves set fire to the ruins. 
Quinn and his two little girls were 
burned to death, but the two bovs escaped 
with burns. 
Simon Kerwick’s family consisted of 
Mary and W illie Canuougb, adopted chil­ 
dren, aged respectfully 8 and 14 years, Alice 
Kerwick, aged 5, and his wife and a new­ 
born baby. Kerwick carried his wife from 
the burning building, but the children 
were burned to death. 
Thirty persons were injured, the most 
seriously being Mrs. Miles Doughertv, leg 
broken, bruised and cut; her mother,' Mrs. 
Matthews, cut, bruised and internally in­ 
jured ; Mary, daughter of Mrs. Dougherty, 
neck cut and bruised; Andrew McElwee, 
right eye destroyed and neck c u t; John 
Ponían, left hand amputated and cut 
about the limbs ; Mrs. Patrick McManus, 
injured by missiles. 
Mrs. Simon Kerwick is suffering from 
the shock, and her condition is serious. 
Several of the injured were sent to the 
Miners’ Hospital.

A dispatch from Major Bartellot, com­ 
mander of the camp on the Aruwimi, to 
Colonel W inter, urge* the immediate com­ 
pletion ot a caravan to look for Stanley. 
Tippoo Tip promised 600 men for this pur­ 
pose, but only 250 have arrived. Alajor 
Bartellot has sent Professor Jamison, tbe 
naturalist, on an expedition to the Kasong 
to collect men and stores and return to 
Aruwimi, and as soon as enough have 
been obtained to fill the required number 
for a search party aud to leave a guard at 
the camp, Major Bartellot will start. 
It is expected that this Stanley search 
expedition will siart about the 1st of June. 
Further news is awaited here with the 
greatest interest.

_ In a paper in the Century for May, after 
citing some of the most severe regimental 
1'isse.s in the Civil W ar, Colonel W. F. Fox 
says: “ The extent, of these losses will be 
better understood if compared with some of 
the extraordinary cases cited in the his­ 
tories of other war*. 
Take, for instance, 
the charge of the L ight Brigade at Balak- 
lava—the charge of the »Six Hundred. 
Lord Cardigan took 673 officers and men 
into that action; they lost 113 killed and 
134 wounded ; total, 247, or 36.7 per cent. 
The heaviest loss in the late Franco- 
Prussian war occurred at Marsla-Tour, in 
the Sixteenth German Infantry (Third 
W estphalian), which lost 49 per cent. 
But the Oue-hundred-and-forty-tirst Penn­ 
sylvania lost 76 per cent, at Gettysburg, 
while regimental losses of 60 per cent, were 
frequent occurrence in both Union and 
Confederate armies. 
In the war for the 
Union there were scores of regiments, un­ 
known or forgotten in history, whose ]>er- 
ccntage of killed and wounded in certain 
actions would far exceed that of the much 
praised L ight Brigade, and nobody blun 
dered either.”

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE—SO-CALLED. 


A Serm or. b y R ev. T h om as F llb en a t th e 
C entral M. E. C hurch. 
Pt<5ve all things, hold fast that which Is good. 
—1 Tbessalonians v., 21. 
T he speaker said, “ I d o no t assum e so 
m uch to deal w ith C hristian science or 
m ind cure, as a system of healing, as w ith 
it as an assum ed religion or substitute for 
religion. 
T he C hristian C hurch does not 
presum e to sit in judgm ent upon theories 
in science, or schools in philosophy, and 
less upon system s of healing or cure, but 
it does claim the rig h t of bringing all sys­ 
tem s of m orals, aud specially all pretended 
religious,to th e touchstone ot the scriptures 
aud let them stand or fall by th at standard. 
M ind cure is at once a system of healing 
and an assum ed religion, according to the 
claim s of its votaries. 
It is a system with 
considerable acceptance, an acceptance hard 
to be accounted for. but by ttie proneness 
of the buDiau m ind to receive abnorm al­ 
ities and vagaries. 
It has 
an In ter­ 
national Society and colleges, aud prac­ 
titioners in every leading city. 
Eroui its 
extension and pretension it claim s a tten ­ 
tion,” said the speaker, “ if not from the 
extraordinary natures of its 
principles 
and m oral pernicious tendency of its theor­ 
ies, as it riots ior the tim e in the soil of 
m an’s depravity, the latest and m ost d an ­ 
gerous oi th e devil’s huits for hum an 
uupes. 
It is m ore quiet th an spiritualism ; 
depending less upou a general hearing or 
on dem onstration before num bers, it plies 
its trade m ore effectively w ith individuals, 
thus m ore easily concealing its charlalancy 
and failure. 
” It claim s to be Christian, and m akes a 
blasphem ous assum ption of a C hristian 
Inundation and tendency—a claim never 
m ade m ore unrighteously. 
It is not C hris­ 
tian, w hatever else i t ' is. 
C hristianity 
utterly repudiates responsibility for it. 
i t 
has apparently laid claim to the title C hris­ 
tian to get floating. 
It is at essential va­ 
riance ; it even utterly rejects or perverts 
every lundam entai doctrine of C hristianity. 
F or exam ple, it denies the personality of 
God and 
degrades 
Chrisi, calling H is 
m iracles instances of m ind-healing, assum ­ 
ing th a t the pow er H e exerted was be­ 
cause of H is spiritual elevation through 
the exercise 
of m ind-cure 
principles, 
and 
th at 
this 
sam e 
pow er 
is 
pos­ 
sible 
to 
ail. 
It 
denies 
the 
H oly 
Ghost, identifying 
it 
as 
akin to the 
akasa of the H indoos or the anim a m undi 
of the 1’latonists. 
It is anti-C hristian, and 
seem ingly 
intentionally 
so—destructive 
w hile iu pretense conciliatory. 
It assum es 
to have found a difference betw een w hat it 
is pleased to term the popular theology aud 
the philosophy of the New Testam ent, and, 
identifying itself w ith this latter, suvs, 
v au n tin g ly : * T his single fact m ay be" a 
h in t of the w onderful advantage the Chris­ 
tian science has over the C hristian Church 
iu the w ork 
of 
m oving 
the 
masses 
tow ards God—the church gropes, Christian 
science sees.’ 
Its stock in trade iu this is 
bald statem ent and perversion of scripture, 
w ithout argum ent or proof, raising the con­ 
stan t question of even the sanity, not to 
say sincerity of those who com m it such 
nonsense to the cold page of print, and 
w ith th e unblushing effrontery of sim ple 
assertion. 
“ It is not science—not science by any true 
definition or m odern interpretation. 
It is 
idealism in philosophy run m ad. 
A gross 
m isapplication of all th at is true in the 
philosophy of idealism , and an em phasis 
of fact upon its long ago exploded theories. 
It says, expecting to be believed, • per­ 
sonality is 
pure 
nothingness;’ ‘m an is 
w holly good, not bad at ali;’ ‘it is the great­ 
est sin to believe in sin;’ ‘rheum atism , con­ 
sum ption and all other beliefs of sickness 
are only expressions of sin and fear; de­ 
stroy the sin and fear and no sickness can 
appear.’ 
A ll this gives point to th e story 
th at is told of oue who cam e to a quaint 
wit, asking if he had tried the m ind-core, 
adding, by way of recom m endation, ‘I have 
realized great 
benefit from it m yself.’ 
'Mind-cure, mind-cure,’ responded the wit, 
‘yes, th at m ay be your trouble, but it’s my 
legs th at bother m e.’ 
“ It is not practical. T he answ er to all the 
sophistries and fallacies of idealism will 
alw ays be'-he evident reality of th e ex­ 
ternal world. 
It is not needful to argue 
w ith a sane m an on th e verity of this ex­ 
ternal world. To dispute it dem ands the 
setting aside of consciousness and reason 
and intelligence. 
Few m en will do this. 
Its danger as a system is not in th at men 
will do this, but th at m en, ignoring the er­ 
ror of th e philosophy under it, will yet 
give it credit and trial as a system of heal­ 
ing, to th eir hu rt, because of its pretended 
cures. It is as old as the saw th at the m ind 
exercises a direct influence over the body 
in both health and disease, and every true 
physician employes these real relations of 
cheerfulness of spirit to health and of ex ­ 
pectancy of cure to recovery from disease. 
MiDd and w ill-pow er alone control some 
types of indisposition. 
T he m ind curer 
builds up of ttiese exceptions laws for his 
purposes, and m akes his system from a 
specious m isapplication of these and kin ­ 
dred principles th at are true enough in 
their right relations. 
T he books are full of 
m ore w onderful cures of hysterical persons 
and of hypocondriacs, by suggestion and 
by com m and of others, or from som e harm ­ 
less delusion of m anipulation, thau any 
ever perform ed by the late craft, th at never 
got nam e till this last tim e. 
M ind-cure 
deals successfully w ith this class of pa­ 
tients. 
T hat it fails w ith others does not 
batlle it. 
If the patient grows worse, as 
the spiritualists provided the convenient 
‘ D ia k k a’ to cover its failures, so it provides 
* Chem ilcalization,’ w hich is the upheaval 
when m ental tru th is destroying erroneous 
and m ortal belief. T his brings sin and 
sickness to the surface as in a ferm enting 
fluid.’ 
If the patient dies it is because 
there is too m uch of a ferm ent. 
It can be 
trusted th at the good sense of people will 
give such nonsense as this its rightful 
place. 
It is in its representation a com ­ 
pound of such m ingled falsehood and a rti­ 
fice th at w onder is excited th at any would 
give it attention. 
It affects a strang'e blind­ 
ness to, and ignoring of the facts of life, 
the objective causes of sickness aud pain. 
It contains nothing new, nothing th at has 
not been w orked over aud exhausted again 
and again. 
It is m ainly the recasting and 
com m ingling of old and exploded systems, 
not even having the virtue of being weli 
put. 
As dangerous to m orals and religion 
as it is false and wicked. 
As a philosophy 
it is the crudest form of ancient Pantheism 
and a revival and m isapplication of the 
sophistries of Idealism . 
In m ethod it is 
self-conceited, bom bastic and dogm atic, its 
literature m ost frequently refined non­ 
sense, high-sounding and unintelligible, 
and therefore passing w ith m any as pro­ 
found. 
It plum es itself on this profundity 
and its air of m ystery. 
“ In its practice it is m ercenary and utterly 
selfish and self-seeking, if not wicked and 
idiotic. 
If it were w ithout m ercenary ends 
it m ight be excused as idiotic th at it has 
these ends. 
I can only esteem it wicked 
charlatancy, and in its practice as a healing 
art, quackery. 
It is only a nine-days’ 
wonder, when seekers 
for novelty 
in 
thought w ill follow the next new thing.” 
The preacher gave at large quotations 
from the books of the system , upholding 
his assertions of it by the statem ents of the 
advocates of the doctrine them selves. The 
w hole serm on was highly instructing ar.d 
pleasing, and the novelty of the subject 
called together a large congregation.

Som e d ay s ago th e R ecoed U nxon gave 
a lengthy and d etailed account of the pro­ 
posed canal at the Folsom Prison. Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an has been agitating the 
m atter, got the Directors interested in the 
proposition and has finally succeeded in 
accom plishing his object. 
As stated in 
th e R ecobd-U n ion Saturday m orning, the 
Directors m et the G overnor in executive 
session on F riday at the State Capitol. 
H . 
G. Liverm ore, th e President of the Folsom 
Land and W ater Com pany, appeared be­ 
fore them , and w ith m aps of surveys, etc., 
explained the sam e m ost thoroughly. T he 
canal will be a m am m oth piece o f m asonry, 
will be one and a h alf m iles in length, and 
depth and breadth snflicient to float a good­ 
sized ship. 
T he State owes th e com pany 
50,000 days’ w ork, and this w ill be put 
upon th e canal. 
Saturday another session was held at the 
Governor’s office. 
W arden A ull, w ho was 
present, said few, if any, additional guards 
w ould be required to w atch the prisoners 
w hile engaged in this w ork. T he lay of 
the ground was such as to enable the pres­ 
ent force, w ith the aid of a G atling gun, to 
com m and the w hole line.

Liverm ore was virtually accepted, b ut the 
m eeting adjourned to the afternoon, at tho 
Folsom Prison. 
MEETING AT FOLSOM. 
T he Board reconvened at Folsom at 4 
o’clock, w ith all m em bers present and D i­ 
rector Devlin presiding. 
T he physician’s report was preseuted, 
show ing but tw o patients in the hospital. 
C urrent bills for the m onth of A pril to 
the am ount of $5,429 65 were audited, w ith 
the regular pay-roll for the m onth of A pril 
of $3,436 65 and the contingent expense 
bill of $174 30, m aking the total disburse­ 
m ents for A pril $9,040 72. 
D irector Sonutag, as inspector of the 
prison for the m onth of A pril, reported 
th at he had exam ined the books and ac­ 
counts of the prison and had found them 
satisfactorily kept. 
In 
fact, he found 
everything about 
the 
institution as it 
should be. 
T he W arden read his report, in which he 
stated th at the prison was in a m ost ex­ 
cellent condition and everything was w ork­ 
ing well. 
T he report continues: " T h e 
quarry is developing in good shape, and 
since the resolution of the Board ordering 
the sale of granite to be renew ed we have 
sold and delivered curbing and coping to 
the value of $89,950. 
W e have been com ­ 
pelled to decline som e very desirable orders 
for lack of a sufficient force to till the sam e 
w ithin a reasonable tim e.” 
G overnor W aterm an, w ho was present, 
said, w hen th e scarcity of convict labor 
was referred to ; 
“ If we can only get the 
Legislature to pass a law sentencing tram ps 
to serve one year for the first offense and 
two years for the second, we w ill have all 
th e help here we need.” 
A th ird session of th e B oard was held in 
the evening, at w hich the w ater pow er 
question was taken up. 
D irector Scrivner m oved the follow ing

FOUR TO THREE. 


T bo A lta s D efea t th e T ribunes In an 
E x citin g G am e. 
T he ball gante at Snowflake P ark yester­ 
day betw een the T ribunes and A ltas was 
an exceedingly interesting one, and the la t­ 
ter had to play good hard ball to defeat 
th eir opponents. 
A feature was the m an ­ 
ner in w hich both clubs were escorted on 
the diam ond. 
H eaded by the H ussar 
band, the two nines (the Tribunes last) 
started from the dressing-room in single 
file. 
They m arched around the field and 
bases and as each m an got opposite his 
fielding position he left the line and took 
his station. 
This was continued until 
every m an of the visiting nine had left the 
line, the catcher and pitcher stopping at 
the hom e plate to do the batting in the 
P 
relim inaries. T he A ltas m arched to th eir 
ench. 
T he practicing of both clubs was 
but fair, although several fine plays were 
m ade. 
T he A ltas w ere sent to th e bat first and 
scored iu the first, third and sixth inning, 
m aking in all four runs. 
T he T ribunes 
m anaged by bunched hits to m ake three 
runs in the th ird and seventh innings. 
T he Tribunes have several fine players 
am ong their num ber, but Sm alley, their 
third basem an, did not do as good w ork as 
was expected of him . 
H is m anager states, 
how ever that a shattered finger is th e cause 
of the third basem an's errors. 
H yde did 
tair work, and he m ay prove a puzzler after 
a little practice. 
H e has plenty of speed 
and som e good curves but he ought to have 
som e pity on his catcher, w hom beevidently 
considers a board fence. W ilds, the catcher, 
is a colored m an, perhaps the first of his 
race who has ever played before an audience 
in this city. 
H e is said to be a good batter, 
but was unfortunate in his hits, yesterday. 
Stultz, the first basem an, is recorded w ith 
fourteen put-outs and no errors. 
H e has a 
neat way of catcbiDg the ball, and he made 
one of the m ost rem arkable catches ever 
seen on a diam ond. One of the A ltas’ men 
was on first base, and the n ext batter 
knocked to the pitcher, who threw to Van 
H altren on second and forced out one m an. 
V an H altren then threw to first in order to 
m ake a double play. 
H e threw wide of 
his m ark, but Stultz gathered it in with 
one hand, and succeeded in m aking the 
double. 
T he crowd recognized th e fine 
catch by prolonged applause. 
Van H altren played a good gam e in the 
field but he is very’ weak at the bat. 
O ut 
of three tim es at the bat he “ w afted” tw ite. 
H e is quick in th e field, and has several 
characteristics of his brother. 
T he fielders 
of the visiting nine did not do very well, 
w ith the exception of G rinnell, w ho m ade 
one rem akable catch of a fly. 
H e is very 
sm all and slightly built, and does not ap­ 
pear to have passed his “ teens.” 
Every 
tim e he cam e to the bat he was greeted 
w ith anuíanse. 
H e is said to be a terrible 
“ kicker” however. 
F or the A ltas M cLaughlin and Barry did 
splendid w ork, th e visiting nine getting 
bu t five hits oil th e latter. 
A hern, Robert­ 
son, Sayers and W arren played good ball, 
but th e latter m ade a had throw in the 
third inning w hich virtually gave the T ri­ 
bunes two of their runs. 
N either of the 
A ltas’ fielders had m uch work. 
It m ust be 
said of Fisher th at he is a good, honest 
player, and plays ball for all there is in 
him . 
T he gam e was, on th e whole, intensely 
interesting, and ended in a score of 4 to 3 
id :iv u r of the A ltas.

T h ey A ccep t M r. L iverm ore’s P ro p o si­ 
tio n —O ther M atters. 
Som e days ago the R ecord-U nion gave 
a lengthy and detailed account of the pro­ 
posed canal at the Folsom P rison. Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an has been agitating the 
m atter, got th e Directors interested in the 
proposition and has finally succeeded in 
accom plishing his object. 
As stated in 
th e R ecord-ITnion Saturday m orning, the 
Directors m et th e G overnor in executive 
session on F riday at the State Capitol. 
H . 
G. Liverm ore, the President of the Folsom 
Land and W ater Com pany, appeared be­ 
fore them , and w ith m aps of surveys, etc., 
explained th e sam e m ost thoroughly. T he 
canal will be a m am m oth piece of m asonry, 
will be one and a h alf m iles in length, and 
depth and breadth sufficient to float a good­ 
sized ehip. 
T he State owes th e com pany 
50,000 days’ w ork, and this will be put 
upon the canal. 
Saturday another session was held at the 
G overnor’s office. 
W arden Aull, w ho was 
present, said few, if any, additional guards 
would be required to watch the prisoners 
w hile engaged in this w ork. 
T he lay of 
th e giound was such as to enable the pres­ 
ent force, with the aid of a G atling gun, to 
com m and the w hole line. 
A t this m eeting the proposition of Mr. 
Liverm ore was virtually accepted, b ut th e 
m eeting adjourned to th e afternoon, at the 
Folsom Prison. 
MEETING AT FOLSOM. 
T he Board reconvened at Folsom at 4 
o’clock, w ith all m em bers present and D i­ 
rector D evlin presiding. 
T he physician’s report was presented, 
show ing but tw o patients in th e hospital. 
C urrent bills lor the m onth of A pril to 
th e am ount of $5,429 65 were audited, w ith 
the_regular pay-roll for the m onth of A pril 
of $3,436 65 and the contingent expense 
bill of $174 30, m aking the total disburse­ 
m ents for A pril $9,040 72. 
D irector Sonntag, as inspector of the 
prison for the m outh of A pril, reported 
th at he had exam ined the books and ac­ 
counts of the prison and had found them 
satisfactorily kept. 
In 
fact, he found 
everything about 
the 
institution as it 
should be. 
T he W arden read his report, in w hich he 
stated th at the prison was in a m ost ex­ 
cellent condition and everything was w ork­ 
ing well. 
T he report continues; " T h e 
quarry is developing in good shape, and 
since the resolution of the Board ordering 
the sale of granite to be renew ed we have 
sold and delivered curbing and coping to 
the value of $89,950. 
W e have been com ­ 
pelled to decline som e very desirable orders 
for lack of a sufficient force to fill the sam e 
w ithin a reasonable tim e.” 
G overnor W aterm an, w’ho was present, 
said, w hen th e scarcity of convict labor 
was referred to : 
“ If we can only get the 
legislature to pass a law sentencing tram ps 
. j serve one year for the first offense and 
two years for the second, we will have all 
the help here we need.” 
A third session of the B oard was held in 
the evening, at w hich the w ater power 
question was taken up. 
Director Scrivner m oved the following 
resolution, 
w hich 
was 
unanim ously 
adopted; 
Rwoh'cd, T hat “ the second proposition of the 
Folsom Water-power Company be accepted, and 
that the W arden of the State Prison at Folsom 
be. and he is hereby instructed to proceed with 
all reasonable diligence to furnish the neces­ 
sary labor to construct to completion the dam 
and canal m entioned in said proposition oi said 
company, from its dam on said American river, 
down to a point known as Robbers’ Ravine mud 
sink on the line of said canal, pursuant to the 
contract referred to in said proposition, and in 
accordance w ith the plans and specifications of 
H T. Knight, as they m ay be enlarged and re­ 
vised ami tiled w ith said proposition, or as they 
may hereafter from tim e to tim e be am ended, 
w ith the consent of the respective parties, pro­ 
vided said water-power com pany shall, w ithin 
ten days from date, execute in due form the 
contract also this day subm itted.” 
T he follow ing im portant resolution was 
also carried, D irectors Sonntag and Depue 
voting against it: 
Resolved, T hat the W arden of the State Prison 
at Folsom be instructed and directed to furnish 
to the Folsom W ater Power Company, upon its 
request, any surplus uuim ployed convicts that 
m ay be confined in said prison in excess 
of the. m en 
he m ay from tim e to tim e 
employ upon the construction of the dam and 
canal under the proposition this day filed w ith 
said Board, and in pursuance ol and accord­ 
ing to the term s of a certain contract oi June 28, 
1878. provided said men are not otherwise re­ 
quired by said Warden for other work in and 
about said prison, and provided that said m en 
shall not be called for at any tim e and in anv 
m anner in the judgm ent of the W arden to in­ 
crease the pay-roll at the prison for guards, un­ 
less said company shall pay the same. 
A m otion, introduced by J. J . Scrivner, 
was carried, th at the contract be subm itted 
to a com m ittee of two, w ith the President 
as C hairm an, to revise and draft a contract 
between the patties. 
Directors Scrivner and D epue were ap­ 
pointed as the m em bers constituting this 
com m ittee. 
G overnor W aterm an expressed him self 
in favor o f the project and hoped the work 
would be prosecuted w ith vigor. 
T he Board then adjourned to m eet again 
at San Q uentin on Saturday next.
